KENT, Ohio (AP) - Kent 
State University , evacuated aft­ 
er four students were shot to 
death by National Guardsm en 
bre,iking up an antiw ar demon­ 
stration, was virtually deserted 
and under heavy police and mil­ 
itary g uard today . 
The Justice Departm ent and 
officials of the National Guard 
launched 
separate 
investig a­ 
tions of the g unfire outburst 
Monday which took the lives of 
two g irls and two y oung men. 
National Guard officials said 
the civilian soldiers fired in de­ 
fense of their lives when the stu­ 
dent crowd closed in throwing 
rocks and chunks of concrete.

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Tragedy On the Kent Campus 


Until y esterd ay , college campu s v iolence in the 
East and West seemed far remov ed 
Then the ey es of the nation were focu sed on the 
Kent State Univ ersity campu s in northeastern Ohio 
when a clash of National Gu ard smen and stu d ent 
d emonstrators left fou r stu d ents d ead . 
The stu d ents, presu mably , were d emonstrating 
against Presid ent Nix on's commitment of U.S. 
troops in Cambod ia, a critical ad ministrativ e mov e 
which antimilitants fear will inv olv e the United 
States in a d eeper Asian war. 
Unfortu nately , and tragically in the case of the 
Kent State d istu rbances, peacefu l d emonstrations 
are almost impossible these d ay s. Rad icals and 
self-sty led rev olu tionaries and others u nqu estion­ 
ably “planted ” by foreign gov ernments pay ing 


their k eep, fan the flames of d issent. The bu rning 
of the Reserv e Officers Training bu ild ing at the 
KSU campu s Frid ay and su bsequ ent attack s on 
firemen fighting the blaze was ty pical. 
Su ch ou trages can not be tolerated . Law and 
ord er mu st prev ail! 
There are millions in ou r cou ntry who hope and 
pray that the d ay soon may come when the last 
American troops leav e Vietnam, Cambod ia and 
Laos bu t these same mil ions d o not cond one the 
actions of emotional stu d ents who seem to forget 
that their main pu rpose of being in college is to 
stu d y . 
If all the stu d ents across the length and bread th 
of the land were permitted to “d o their thing”, u n­ 
check ed , perhaps the “Walls of Jericho” cou ld come 
tu mbling d own . . . and then we cou ld hav e chaos 
and anarchy . God forbid ! 


Bumper Crop of Damage 


Recent tests cond u cted by Insu rance Institu te of 
Highway Safety and the Department of Transpor­ 
tation i DOT) hav e rev ealed the astonishing fact 
that au tomobi’e collisions at speed s as low as fiv e 
miles an hou r can cau se d amage costing sev eral 
hu nd red d ollars. 
Those big hu nk s of metal called bu mpers ru st­ 
ing at either end of a car are among the most u se­ 
less appu rtenances on the mod ern au tomobile. If 
cars really had fu nctional bu mpers, say s one in­ 
su rance company official, au to d amage losses cou ld 
be cu t by 25 per cent, or as mu ch as $15 billion 
annu ally . 
His company spent ov er $100 million to repair the

passenger cars of policy hold ers in 1969. reports 
Roy H Lov ell, claims staff manager for Nation­ 
wid e Insu rance, in testimony giv en to DOT Fu lly 
8 4 per cent of all property d amage claims stem­ 
med from low-speed accid ents which prod u ced los­ 
ses of $400 or less. 
Not only d o bu mpers fail to prev ent d amage, they 
are a large part of the d amage problem themsel­ 
v es. Of the $100 million, the company spent $15 
million on claims for bu mper repairs or replace­ 
ments alone last y ear. 
"There are thou sand s of parts in a car,” say s 
Lov ell. "When one item accou nts for 15 per cent 
of all the repair money spent, then there’s some­ 
thing wrong.” 
“ What’s wrong, of cou rse, is that 70 \ears into 
the centu ry of the au tomobile, manu factu rers ev en 
now feel no necessity to come u p with a stand ar- 
ized energy -absorbing bu mper that wou ld be fu nc­ 
tional as well as d ecorativ e 
Perhaps after a few more y ears of tests, inv esti­ 
gations and hearings and sev eral billions more in 
claims. Detroit may get arou nd to correcting a 
problem it shou ld nev er hav e crea'ed in the first 
place. 


And So, the Needle 


An “ official” line on d ope is grad u ally emerging. 
The spread ing u se of heroin and other narcotics 
by y ou ng people, it’s said , “ is a by -prod u ct of peer 
grou p pressu re, a rite of passage being in tiated 
by bad k id s who force good k id s into a k ind of 
machismo rou lette with need les instead of re­ 
v olv ers.” 
So wTites Stev en Lev ine, who is probably the 
y ou ngest sy nd icated colu mnist in the “ establish­ 
ment” press. 
Bu t this ex planation d oes not d escribe any act­ 
u al cond ition, he say s. AH it d oes is neatly ab­ 
solv e parents, ed u cation, gov ernment and American 
cu ltu re from responsibi'ity for the situ ation. 
Heroin is a prod u ct of d espair, say s Lev ine It 
became popu lar in Harlem after World War II, 
“ after a phony renaissance, a d epression, a long 
conflict that was meaningless to most black peo­ 
ple, a v iciou s rioting, gang wars, crowd ing, chron­ 
ic u nemploy ment, generalized social d isaster.” 


IN A LESSER SENSE, this is becoming the con­ 
d ition of white y ou ng in 1970, he claims. They are 
being ghettoized . Most people hav e rejected the es­ 
sential tru th that the y ou ng had ex posed — that 
America was d eeply ill — and they hav e elected 
to smother it. 
“Kid s are ou t. The press d oesn’t lik e them The 
ad ministration (d on’t let d ie 18 -y ear-old v ote snow 
y ou ) is ou t to get them. Their parents d on’t seem 
to be try ing v ery hard to u nd erstand them any 
more.” 
So what the k id s are left with, say s Lev ine, are 


“ bad and boring schools, increasingly hostile cops 
and cou rts, ad olescent d epression, parental has­ 
sles. no money , no way to get it when it’s need ­ 
ed , and ad d ed to it all the agonizing fru stration of 
the betray ed . In 1960 Kenned y brou ght u s into the 
process of world -sav ing. In 1970 Nix on and his 
ad ministration throw u s back ou t.” 
That's some ind ictment, and d on’t worry abou t 
how accu rate it is. Ju st pass me the need le, baby . 
I’m tripping ou t of this scene. 


ONE WONDERS WHAT y ou ng Americans wou ld 
be d oping themse’v es with if things really were 
rou gh in this cou ntry — rou gh, as it is spelled in 
Hu ngary or Czechoslov ak ia, say , where there is 
real d espair and where the betray al of a better 
world was brou ght u p not by hostile cops bu t by 
hostile tank s parad ing u p the streets, and where 
no y ou thfu l colu mnist is inv ited to present his op­ 
inion of what’s wrong with the sy stem. 
There hav e been no reports of d ru g u se among 
Iron Cu rtain y ou ths. Perhaps they simply (lan’t 
get it, or possibly they are mad e of topgher stu ff 
than ou r own y ou ng people. 
Perhaps what is bu gging so many Americans 
y ou ths is not so mu ch d espair as it is self-ind u l­ 
gence and a pu ffed -u p sense of se’f-importance— 
a case of too many k id s with too little to d o, with 
too mu ch time on their hand s and too many ex 
cu ses for not u sing it constru ctiv ely , of too many 
things too easily come by and too many people tell­ 
ing them how pu t-u pon they are.

“ Instead , the North Vietna­ 
mese started su pply ing Bu rma 
from Red China, so in ord er to 
protect ou r boy s we work ed ou t 
a joint attack with the Sou th 
Vietnamese on Red China. 
“This strategy was approv ed 
by the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and 
I was only following ou t the pol­ 
icies of three Presid ents: Eisen­ 
hower, Kenned y and Johnson.” 
“ Why d o y ou believ e the Com­ 
mu nist forces wou ld nev er agree 


to peace?” 
“Well, as y ou k now, I was 
commited 
to 
withd rawing 
troops from Vietnam. The more 
troops I withd rew, the more mil­ 
itary actions I approv ed . This 
prov ed a strain on ou r armed 
forces. When we inv ad ed China, 
I had only 100 American sol­ 
d iers left. When the aggressors 
d id n’t respond to ou r inv asion 
at the Paris peace table, I had 
to ask the American people to 
send in a million more sold iers.” 


“ AND THAT WAS WHEN y ou 
had the y ou th strik e and ev ery 
d raftee in the United States re­ 
fu sed to go.” 
“That’s correct. That was in 
the fall of 1971. We had to jail 
2,390,8 76 men for d raft ev asion.” 
“As y ou k now, we d id n’t hav e 
enou gh jails to pu t ev ery one in, 
so I had to au thorize an enor­ 
mou sly ex pensiv e prison bu ild ­ 
ing program. This money , which 
shou ld hav e gone for military 
ex pend itu res, cau sed inflation to 
spiral. 
“So I mad e my d ecision to 
d ev alu e the d ollar, which cau s­ 
ed the riots, which forced me to 
call ou t the troops, who, u n­ 
fortu nately , had no choice bu t 
to fire on the American pro­ 
testers in the streets.” 
“Mr. Presid ent, what part d o 
y ou think the stu d ents play ed in 
y ou r d ecision not to ru n?”

HE POINTED TO the 30 mil­ 
lion folk s on social secu rity , 
who mu st get their check s reg­ 
u larly to pay for their d aily 
bread .

There are many people who 
liv e on retirement check s, pen­ 
sion plar.s of all k ind s, med ical

“ As for strik es, ou r k ind of
